EUROPEAN EXTRACTS. 
LONDON, Jone 4, 1814. 


“The outlines of the Constitution which 
France is about to receive from the hbauads 
“of a beneficent Sovereign are stated in one 
gf the misor French journals. e have 
often intimated that a peper Constitution 
appears te us to be of trifting import ; but 
Mis of the-uumost consequence to a nation, 
when King and people, with mutual good 
faïh, recognise those general principles 
which promise to their common welfare 
a stability and permanence,—it is of great 
consequenee, when the forms to which 
those principles ate applied arise out of 
their ancient iristitutions, and are adapted 
40 their local habits, with a due regard to 
existing circumstances. The British Con- 
sfitution, in'the detail of it’s forms, must 
be inapplicable to any other country‚— 
nay more, in this rèspeêt it is perpetuallty 
varying from itself; but in'fts essentiat aud 
uncharging spirit it may well serve as a 
model to ail civilised nátidtis. In this 
Tight it scems to näve been viewéd by those 
‘to whom the charge of TENUE the 
new ‘Coustitution of France has been 
‘committed. The Exécutive power is to 
reside, as with ‘us, inte King, He 'is to 
be the ‘fountain df ‘honour, and to hottie 
nâte:to'the ‘péetage, herettitary or athèr.

was, inderd, a question of a very different nae 
túte, and a proposition which he thought it 
Was impossible for th° house to entertains 
He must observe, that there was no prohibie 
tion against the Princess of Wates, A 
her Mujesty’s drawing-room. The Prince ha 
only signified his determination of not meeting 
her theres and if she had persisted in what 
She was pleased to term her right of attende 
ing, it would have then been a serious cone 
Sideration for the Prince Regent, whethef 
he would go himself or not. Any discussio 
of this subject would come with more proe 
priety when the -futare establishment of thö 
Princess Charlotte should be moved for, in 
case of her marriage, and that her mother 
was not present at that ceremony. Another 
hon. ‘member had intimated his intention 
of discussing the subject, should that occae 
sion. taken place. It was not an unusual 
thing for members of the Royal family to 
be excluded From the Court of the Sovercign. 
Tt was a thing which had frequently happened, 
without dny imputation against the charactef 
of thosè branches of the Royal family wha 
were so excinded, or without any enquiry, 
This had 
happêned at different times during the reigug 
of George the First and George the Socond, 
when'diësensiuns between the reigning Mone 
arch and the Prince of Wales had been cire 
ried to a greater ‘height. than any dissene 
Sions which had since occurred among the 
Membets vf the Royal Family. The object 
of thehonvurable gentleman appeared to be 
‘to ‘restore the Princess of Wales to the Queen’g 
drawing-room; but could the house cal} upon 
his Royal Highness the Prince Regent t@ 
change that seuciment which bad obtained such 
full possession of his mind, as to lead him ta 
wish for her exciusion?

Karl Bathurst cemmunicated the happy event 
by a short note to the Lord Mayor; and an 
Extraordinary Gazette appeared in the course 
of the day, bricfly stating that Mr. Planta had 
arrived, at the Foreign Office with the Treaty, 
which was signed at Paris on Monday by the 
British aud French Plenipotentiaries. 'Fhe 
ratification of his Royal Highness, the Prince 
Regent Was expected to be put tg this impof. 
tant instrument without delay. 

„ Thus have we at length formally „entered 
into that state of peace which has in effect and 
in substance existed between the twa. natious 
for the last eight weeks. It has heen well 
observed, that in this respect the present ne. 
gociation differs from almost any other in mo. 
dern history. The negociators had anly to 
cluthe with diplomatic forms a pacific cou- 
tract, which was already in a coursu of exe. 
cution on both sides. ‘The particulars of the 
Treaty have not yet been, made public ; but its 
general character, we believe, will be found 
te he nearly such as we have before described.

and blind vanity,—and with an utter disregard 
of the truths of religion, of the moral law aad 
of úational rights, treaties, and compacts, con. 
time their senseless pratfle about natúraf 
limits, and even talk of aliandaning the aticient 
French colonies, in the extravagant hope of 
Making dew conduúésts ih’ Belgium Or beyond 
the Alps. From sch èrazy Quixotes, whose 
brains have been tárned by ' the lying But. 
letins of Buonaparte, as’ the poor Knigtitis 
were by the romantes which composed his 
Rbrary, we really think “no’danger is to be 
‘apprehended in a civitiged’ nation; especially 
in one which by so many years of tnisery ha® 
been awakened to reflection: and to which 
peace offers so many prospects of solid im 
provement. We do not mean tosay that 
jadicious precautions should not be taken 
to guard against the possible consequences of 
auy sudden explosion in France. Ne state 
issecure from the chances of disturbance ; and 
we mast allow thatthe military mania which 
has infected some of the revolutionary ade 
venturers is in itself sufficiently formidable to 
the tranquillity of a country ; but when large 
Celonial possessions are all atonce restored, 
when the sea is opened, when commerce ís 
re.established on equal terms, in short when 
wealth flows in on every side. the French 
tiation must be strangely constituted, if their 
interest does not far overbalance any influence 
which circumstances may have given to the 
individuals of whom we have spoken. Ae 
mong the benefits which Paris has already 
received from a stâte of peace, the presence of 
so many English cannot be set down for 
nothing.
